serving to itself the benefit of all just and legal exceptions to 
Said bill, for answer thereto or to so much thereof as it is ad= 
vised it is material for it to answer, answering it says: 

That true it is the said complainant and your respondent 
on the 12th, day of Sept., 1899 entere@ into a written contract, 
wherein and whereby the said complainant agreed to devote his en 
tire time during a term of two years next after the date of said 

contract as an employee of your respondent, (unless it should 
sooner in its disecretioncancel and terminate said ag reemen t), andh 
the said complainant by the express terms of said contract,on 
his part agreed to perform such duties as your respondent should 
designate within the stave producing district of Virginia, West 
Virginia, Tennessee and Kentuckey; that he should purehase for it 
staves of diferent lengths and qualities within such cost limits 
as your respondent might from time to time direct him to pay; but 


in no case or instance was said complainant authorized to sign as 
ree apent its name to any contract, and for his services as such 


employee, your respondent was to pay him for the time he remained 
In its employ,at the rate of one hundred dollars per month, which 


it has done for all the time said complainant was in its employ. 





As will be seen from an inspection of said contract; said 


complainant was to devote his entire time to the business ankger- 


vice of your respondent;it avers that he did not do so;but on the 
contrary along about the month of October, 1900 he became ill of 
typhoid fever, and for two or three months was confinded to his 
bed and while so sick was of no use,benefit or service to your 
respondent; yet, knowing his need for money, it paid him for ali the 


time he was ill,just as if he had been well and at work for it, 


And this unjust suit is the reward for its sympathy am and gener=- 

osity towards him,gnd further he was in no instance to eign its 
a<d ' 

name to any contrac t; yet it learns that he did do so, to its 


great prejudice. 

It is true that said complaianat under said contract en= 
tered the service of your respondenet and continued on its payroll 
down to January, 10 th,» 1901, at which time,as it had a right to do

chief office was kept under said contract, said complainant as he 
made purchases of staves, he would .make out ah invoice of the staves 
purchased ami send the same to your respondent at Boston; Mass, and 
he would keep a *stub® or duplicate; your respondent has in its of- 
fice at Boston these invoices,which it will place in the possession 
of the court at any time;they are too mapy and cumbersome to file 
with this niece As to the sales made of the staves coming from 
said district and bought by said complainant under said contract, 
your respondent did mot keep the same on & separate book, but did 
keep every sale in a book in which it kept all of its sales, but 
in order to keep separate and distinct the sale of the staves boughk 
fot it by said Nesbitt, the entries were made in red inksso while 
it has not kept a separate sale book for these staves, it has kept 
a separate account of every sale mate of the same up to Jan., 10th. 
1901, Your respondent can not file, its sale book in which were kept 


the sales of said staves, without very serious inconvenience, hard=- 


ship and detriment to its business. Tt needs its sale book in whieh 


it kept a record of the sales of said staves nearly every day, and 


could not part with the samé without a virtual suspension of its

business, But said complainant may at any time he desires examine

Nesbitt would not have been entitled to any part of the same/Your 
respondent denys that it is indebted to or owes said Nesbitt one 
single cent, much less $200Q30@;it avers *+hat anh alleges that it 
did not receive ten per cent net profit on the gross sales of stave 


sold under said contract for the first year,or for the part of the 


year next after Sept., T5th., 1900 to Jane, 10th’, 1901,or for the

THIS AGREEMENT made and entered into between 
Je We Nesbitt of Pennington Gap, Virginia, hereinafter 
called Nesbitt, the party of the first part, and the 
American Stave and Cooperag ée Company, a corporation 0 ywan- 
ized under the laws of Massachusetts, hereinafter called

WITNESSETH, That said Nesbitt, in consideration of 
one hundred (100) dollars per month, to be paid him by the 
said American Company on and after September 15, 1899, 


agrees to enter the enplowof said Companyy and perform such 


duties as said American Company shall designate within the 


stave producing district of Virginia, West Vixginia, Ken- 
tuckyy and Tennessee; the intent of this agreement being 
that he shall purchase staves of different lengths and 
qualities within such cost limits as the said American 
Company may from time to time instruct him to pay, but 
this does not permit him to sign the name of the Comp my

The American Company further agrees to render a state- 
ment to said Nesbitt on eighteen (18) cars of steves now 
in transit, under the comitions of their purchase made 
in its letter to Nesbitt under date of August 14, 1899.

The American Company further agrees to purchase all 
Staves that may be now in said Nesbitt’s possession at 
Pennington Gap, at their cost price, paying cash the réfor 
on receiving @ bill of sale, free from all incumbrames 
and upon the further conditions the staves can be insured, 
and the Louisville & Nashville Railroad recognizes our 
ownership of the aforesaid staves, which it is understood 
are stored on its premises. 

The American Company further agrees to keep a separate 
invoice and sale book covering all purchases made by said 
Nesbitt, and the sale of the staves and any ne t profit 
whieh shall show to have been earned during the existence 
of this av reement they agree out of the aforesaid net 
profit to pay said Nesbitt the following propor tiom, viz., 
one-third, the same to be detemined yearly from September 
15, 1899, unless this contract shall be terminated as 
heretofore provided, in which event the profits shall be
